Burgess 
Goes to 
Hospital 


.City Councilman Charles P. 
Burgess was admitted to Palo Al- 
to Hospital Tuesday evening and 
was reported in a coma by his 
attending physician yesterday. He 
is the victim of a brain tumor. 

The, physician, who asked that 
his name not be used, declared 
Burgess’ condition was ‘“extreme- 
ly serious.” ‘ 

Hospital attendants said that 
Burgress .appeared comfortable 
during Tuesday night. His wife, 
Pauline, has been at the hospital 
constantly, since his, admission. 

Coincidentally with announce- 
ment of Burgess’ admission to 
the hospital, it was announced 
_Tuesday that his younger broth- 
er, George T. Burgess, 44, had 
been found dead in his Palo 
Alto home that morning. 

First symtoms of Burgess’ dis- 
ease appeared about a year and a 
a half ago, when he was operated 
on for removal: of a malignant 
growth in his arm. The present 
tumor first became apparent 
about six weeks ago, and a month 
ago, Burgess left his job as a 
securities anaylist with offices in 
Oakland, to remain home.

At the same time, he discontin- 
ued the. writing of his column, 
“Your City’s Business,” which he 
has written for the Recorder for 
the :past 15 years. 

His health deteriorated — since 
then. 

Burgess first was elected to the 
city’s governing panel in 1942, 
and has served continuously since 
then. ‘He was mayor twice, serv- 
ing a‘total of eight years in that 
capacity. 

..He has resided with his wife 
and daughter, Helen, at 1280 Gar- 
den lane. 

RITES FOR BROTHER 

.Funeral services for Burgess’ 
brother, George, are to be held at 
3 p.m. today. 

-Besides the Menlo Park council- 
man, George Burgess is survived 
by another brother, John R. Bur- 
gess of Menlo Park. 

‘His mother, the late Mrs. Ada 
Burgess, died at the home oc- 
by herself and George 
Turgess last December 20. 

George Burgess was not mar- 
ried. He had been employed for 
the past 20 years as an accountant 
with: the. firm’ of Lybrand, Ross 
Brothers and Montgomery in San 
Francisco, and was a member of 
‘Palo Alto Lodge 1471, BPOE. He 
thad made his home in Palo Alto 
for the past 34 years. 

Funeral. services are to be con- 
ducted from the chapel of Roller 
and Hapgood, 980 Middlefield 
yoad, in Palo Alto. The Rev. Don 
Emerson Hall, pastor of the Men- 
‘Yo.Park Prsbyterian Church, is to 
officiate.

«. First of a series of articles 
dealing with functions of the 
various sub-groups of the Fact- 
Finding Council of the Menlo 
Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict appears this week in the 
Recorder. : 

This week’s article, writen by 
James Storm, chairman of the 
‘PRhysical Facilities subcommit- 
ted- of the group, appears on 
Page 4, Subsequent articles will 
deal with functions of other 
sub-groups. 
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Completion of the two-story 
building is expected by summer, 
1958. 

The new structure, of rein- 
forced concrete faced with clay 
brick, wilk face Ravenswood 
avenue near Middlefield road. 
It will provide total floor space 
in excess of 110,000 square feet. 

Initially, the building will house 
portions of the administrative 
staff, the economics research di- 
vision, Poulter laboratories and 
the physical science division. It 

will accommodate about one-third 
of the 1300 SRI staff members 


now based in Menlo,Park any 


Palo Alto. 

The structure and its surround- 
ing garden and parking areas will 
encompass more than 18 acres. 

The research institute owns 30 
acres of Stanford Village land, the 
former Dibble Hospital property. 
It has indicated it may purchase 
some 40 more acres, now owned 
by Stanford University. 


15-Cent Tax 


Seen for 
Woodsiders 


A 15 cent property tax rate, 
possibly even lower, was the en- 
couraging word to citizens of the 
six-months’-old Town of Woodside 
revealed at last Thursday’s month- 
ly Town Council meeting in the 
multipurpose room at Woodside 
School. 

The figure was_ tentatively 
proposed by City Treasurer 
Richard Wedekind and confirm- 
ed with “some assurance” by 
have not yet been worked out. 

Councilman Donald Graham al- 
so spoke hopefully in his report 
to the council and audience on a 
recent 
iug with trucking industry spokes- 
men. 

“T feel quite encouraged,” he 
said, ‘about the prospect’ of get- 
ting the load lifted from Wood- 
side.” He said he had represented 
Woodside as willing to be “rea- 
sonable toward necessary heavy 
trucking, but we would like the 
burden to be shared.” 

Graham explained that the ac- 
tions of Redwood City and Bel- 
mont in closing Edgewood road 
and Ralston avenue to heavy 
trucking had left only two possi- 


| ble routes for such traffic, Crys- 


tal Springs road, and the Canada- 
Woodside road route. He added 
that the Building Trades Union 
is willing to assist by fining heavi- 
ly all offending truck drivers, and 
one suggestion made was for es- 
tablishment of a_ self-policing 
force by the contracting associa- 
tion as a whole, to be administer- 
ed by the cities concerned. A sim- 
ilar program has been successful 
in San Mateo, Graham said. 

On the advice of City Attorney 
Arthur Harzfeld, the council 
agreed to talk further to all in- 
terested persons before drafting 
a final trucking ordinance. 

In a brief report by Council- 
man Richard Marshall on the Ser- 
ra Freeway proposals, Marshall 
assured his listeners that the com- 
mittee was hard at work on the 
problem and spggested that any- 
one feel free to call himself, John 
Baldwin, Edgar Norris or Coun- 
cilman Graham with questions or 
suggestions. 


Mayor Lowe cited the Menlo 
Park council’s preference for 
Route ‘“C” which would cut di- 
rectly across residential Wood- 
side. “They said they didn’t want 
to hurt Woodside!” he said wryly.

A SIMPLE CHOICE 


~ Voters of the Menlo Park school district face a simple choice 
at the polls tomorrow: Elwood Williams and William Platt or 
J. E. Hall and Robert S. Robertson. 

The Recorder recommends that you vote for Williams 

and Platt. 

At first glance the choice may not seem so simple. Four men 
are running for two vacancies on the district board of trustees. 
“How to choose the right two?

In practice, however, the issue breaks down to this: The 
ballot will list two men for each of two specific vacancies — a 
two-year term and a three-year term. Two of the candidates — 
one for each vacancy, namely Hall for the full term, Robertson 
for the shorter one — have voluntarily linked themselves as a 
slate: The other two candidates — Platt and Williams — have not | 
campaigned jointly but seek their individual trusteeships on 
their individual merits. 

Thus the voter has a relatively simple choice, to make. 
Either agree with the Hall-Robertson position —a single, indi- 
vidual platform — or vote for Platt and Williams. 

Thus we have three campaign positions to study, but only 
one choice to make: either choose the position of two men, run- 
ning together with the avowed backing of “Parents for Educa- 
tion,” or vote for the other two individuals. 

Before we go into the statements and theories of any one 
or any pair, let us clear the decks by saying that all four candi- 
dates ‘are capable’ men. This they have demonstrated in their 
private careers; each is a highly successful, highly respected 
representative of his chosen field; none is lightly to be cast aside 
as incompetent. In this the district is fortunate. 


And also, before we go into analysis, let us establish 
our premise —and one with which we believe all candidates 
will agree — that our goal should be to create the best pos- 
sible — and practical — schools we can, for our children, for 
the future welfare of our way of life and for our own prop- 
erty values. 


In his campaign talks and literature, Williams has declared 
his interest in an enriched program in the basic subjects in the} 
primary grades; in holding down the size of classes to make this 
goal possible; 
closer touch with the problems of teachers and_ principals; 
getting “the: most education from our 
petent management.” 

We believe no one can argue with these aims. That Wil- 
liams means what he says is, we think, evident from his critical 
view of the bond issue defeated in January and his insistence | 
that improvement could be made in operation of the school ad- | 
ministration. 

Platt has directed his campaign toward the need for solving | 
the district's shortage of classrooms, broadening curriculum, and 
attracting and retaining superior teachers and principals “through 
afod salaries, small classes and proper school facilities.”

| park, the city had no recreation 
program at all. 

Our budget showed $14,5/) 
for capital improvements dur- 
ing the 1949-50 fiscal year, and 
$24,850 for 1950-51. | 

By 1953 things were taking on| 
an appearance closer to that of 
today. With Burgess park as the 
center, we were able to develop 
a recreation program which 
reached to the school play- 
grounds throughout the city; this 
was reflected in a budget of three 
full-time people and 28 part-time 
workers. 

Our budget had risen too, with 
$30,122 spent for improvements 
during the 1951-52 year and 
$32,762 during 1952-53. 

By this time we were improv- 
ing the meeting rooms in the City 
Council Chambers building; we 

had constructed bicycle racks at 
Burgess gym and at the pool: we 
had put neat seats in Burgess 

park Little Theater and done a 
fee of other things. 

By 1955 .the recreation pro- 
gram had grown still further. We 
had four full time workers at 
Burgess park, and the recreation 
department had employed 42 part- 
time workers. 

During the 1953-54 year the 
j city spent $45,056 on its budget; 
the improvements cost $46,148 
during the 1954-55 year. 


Our current report will show 
that, during 1955-56 we sped 
$53,995 and during the 1956-57 


year we spent $68,752. We are re- 
porting a staff of four full-time 
and 52 part-time employees. 


| The recreation program will

RANK FAVORITISM AGAIN 


—It’s the same old story around 
the courthouse again as the board 
of supervisors takes a first look | W' 
at the salary recommendations of 
the Civil Service Commission—or 
should we say the personnel di- 
rector! The situation has been 
smelling for many years, but the 
“stench” this year far exceeds the 
favoritism displayed in years pas- 
sed. 

William Goggin, the secretary 
of the planning commission, is the 
man who works out all the salary 
schedules, supposedly as. compar- 
ed with the salaries in other Bay 
Area counties and in private ‘in- 
dustry. Members of the CS Com- 
mission must have followed Gog- 
gin’s figures blindly or they have 
some other way of evaluating the 
importance of that office. 

The secretary—and that is all 
he is—has recommended a three- 
step salary increase for himself 
along with his own assistant. On- 
ly two other officials among the 
county’s 1200 employees are put 
down for such a boost. 

We have and will continue to 
argue the importance Goggin 
places in his own position as it 
regards so many other county 
offices. In. 1951. the personnel 
director was making $614 a 
month and his new salary will 
be $1013 per month. 

This is ridiculous and far out 
of line with the pay for more im- 
portant jobs that it is. ridiculous. 
Even the building inspector who 
has been on the favored list now 
goes up one step to $857, as does 
the purchasing agent who has the 
job of spending millions of the 

money.

We, the undersigned, were members of the 
Study Committee responsible for the prepara- 
tion of the 1955 Citizens Report, ‘Enrollment 
Trends, Growth Potential, and Land Usage.” 
This report was very thorough, far more so than 
either previous or following studies . The accur- 
acy of the report has been borne out by subse- 
quent statistics. Numerous references have been 
made to this report, resulting oft times in mis- 
understandings or mis-quotes. To clarify this 
situation, the highlights of the report can be 
summarized as follows: 


a. Development of the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District is nearing a terminal state. 
In 1955, 595 unimproved lots were available, 
allowing, with maximum zoning utilization, the 
construction of 783 additional dwellings. This 
strengthens the reliability of future predictions. 

b. In 1954, 2,235 students were registered. 
The 1965 registration, a maximum to be realized, 
will be 2,650 students. Increased Parochial 
School capacity, on the basis of minimum ex- 
pected attendance, provides for many of the new 
students and extends facilities to other students 
who heretofore had been denied the privilege 
of Parochial School attendance. 

c. The construction of 14 additional class- 
rooms on presently available school sites is 
completely consistent with growth requirements 
providing the additional class rooms and multi- 
purpose rooms required. Note, these were con- 
sidered adequate facilities, not minimum re- 
quirements. ; 

The recommendations of Mr. Hal! are con- 
sistent with the above findings and embody 
other issues of timely importance. Our chil- 
dren have needed and continue to need im- 
proved class room facilities .The continued 
interjection of unrealistic programs have intro- 
duced unnecessary delays in our facility plan- 
ning. Immediate action is required. The. direct- 
ness of approach and soundness of policy rep- 
resented by Mr. James E. Hall and Robert S. 
Robertson has our most hearty approval and we 
unanimously recommend them for election.

It is true that the final report of the Citizens 
Council recommended the construction of four- 
teen classrooms on existing sites plus the re- 
tention of a reserve school site in addition. The 
recommendation was made because: 

1. All members of the Executive Committee 
and substantially all members of the Council 
recognized that this was the minimum which 
was required immediately in the way of new 
facilities; most of us believed that further addi- 
tions would be required in the. near future. 

2. The cost of this minimum program could 
be fitted within the district’s bond limit as it 
then existed; now our bonding capacity is 
greater because of repayment of debt as well as 
because of increases in assessed valuation. 


3. We were certain that such a bond issue 
could be passed—as it was, by a five to one 
margain. This was important at that time be- 
cause of the defeat of a prior bond issue. 

The recommendation was for what we felt. to 
be a workable interim solution. We did not 
feel that we were adopting a blueprint for all 
time, certainly not one which could be fixed and 
unalterable, like the Code of Hammurabi. 

The interjection of the 1955 report into the 
present election is, however, somewhat irrele- 
vant. The question now is the selection of school 
board members. We believe that William Platt 
and Elwood Williams would best serve the dis- 
trict. We intend to vote for them and urge 
others to do likewise.

DANGER OF ERROR 


Editor, the Recorder: 

The prediction of school population trends 
cannot be exact. In a district such as the Menlo 
Park Elementary School District even a nominal 
and expected 10-20 per cent error in population 
trends can amount to 250-500 additional school 
children. The 1955 Citizens Council report on 
enrollment trends has been cited as an exact 
prediction, while actually it has a built-in error 
of possible explosive importance. 


It is a simple job to count houses in the 
district (estimated to be 5200 in 1960) but pre- 
diction of the volatile student/home ratio is 
subject to important errors. For example, in 
the old district of Menlo Park (Fremont) in 
1955 there was 0.26 students per house, in the 
new Hillview district 0.76 students per house, in 
Oak Knoll the ratio was 0.82: Atherton too is 
undergoing a tremendous social change; nearly 
devoid of children before the war, the new 
Atherton district of Lindenwood had .68. stu- 
dents per house in 1955. The enrollment trends 
committee ignored these tremendous differences 
in districts and used a ratio of 0.5 students/ 
house, equivalent to 2600 students in 1960. The 
committee ignored the social revolution taking 
place in the districts in general and in the old 
town district of Atherton, which is following, 
more slowly, the trend established in Linden- 
wood. A mere change in the ratio from the 
predicted 0.5, by 10 per cent to 0.6, which does 
not even approach the higher levels of Oak 
Knoll, Lindenwood, Hillview, and Linfield Odks, 
can add 500 children to the District. Menlo 
Park Cannot afford to be unprepared. Addi- 
tional school sites for the unknown future 
must be acquired before all available sites dis- 
appear. We cannot wait until it is too late. 
No one can know how many children will be 
in the District in 1960, 1965, and 1970. We 
must act today, it is almost our last chance. 
Continued classroom building on present sites 
is a plan for catastrophe. Menlo Park must 
face its responsibilities to its children.

My: oppon 
ent tries to spread the notion that 
Laurel serves only Stanford Vil- 
lage residents. Actually 63 of the 
221 students at Laurel come from 
families living in Stanford Vil- 
lage. Over. two-thirds come from 
Linfield Oaks and other parts of 
Menlo Park and Atherton that are 
in no sense temporary. 

To add needed classrooms to 
Encinal would be to make it a 
school of. almost 1000 enrollment 
The District should acquire a new 
site and build a new elementary 
school, 

The District has $280,000 re 
maining in its building and site 
fund, sufficient to acquire a site 
and pay for part of the construe 
tion. 

My second point is the need for 
the District to compete successful 
ly for superior teachers and prin 
cipals. As a District we will be 
able to attract and retain super 
ior teachers and principals only 
by keeping salary schedules com 
petitive, by providing facilitie: 
that are not overcrowded and 
most important, by creating an en 
vironment of high expectation, of 
confidence and prestige. 

If the Board does not meet thc 
above problems squarely, but tries 
to sweep them under the rug as 
my opponent seems to advocate 
the decline of our school system 
and eventually of our community 
is inevitable. 

I pledge that if elected I shall 
work constructively for the whole 
District to develop a first rate ed- 
ucational program, one appropri- 
| ate to the character of our com 
munity.
